OF DECISION DENYING REGISTRATION 



1. If registration is refused, the applicant may request a review of this 
decision. This request must be in the form of a written request from 
the individual which includes his or her version of the facts support- 
ing zhe claim that registration should not have been denied. 

2. Upon receipt of the written request for review, the president of the 
local council shall appoint a committee to review the situation. 

3. The appointed committee should review the facts as presented, and, 
in addition, may interview any persons whose testimony might assist 
the committee in discovering the truth and arriving at a correct 
deci si on. 

4. A confidential report will be given to the applicant setting forth the 
decision of the committee. 

3- The applicant may - if he or she does not agree with the decision - 
reouest a review from the regional director by submitting a written 
reouest for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the local 
council decision. 

5. If the regional review does not satisfy the aoplicant, he or she may 
asK for further review by the National Council by submitting a written 
reouest for such a review within 30 days of the receipt of the regional 
decision. The decision by the National Council is final.

On January 15-17 Scouts and leaders of Troop 155, Avon Park, took a backpacking 
trip to the Ocala National Forest. Late Sunday evening, after our return, I 
received a phone call from one of our Scouts (who did not go on the trip) 
informing me that Joel Raulerson, who went, admitted to him that he had molested 
one of the boys while on the trip. Mr. Raulerson had admitted to a history of 
problems of this sort and was very despondent. Two days later I talked to 
another father who went on the trip and he told me that Mr. Raulerson came to 
his house, also admitting this, but when asked, denied that the second father's 
son had been involved. However, the boy, when questioned by his father, stated 
that Mr. Raulerson had, in fact, tried to molest him Friday night- 

The Scout who had been molested told his parents about the incident and his 
parents contacted a lawyer and the HRS. They later contacted the Sheriff's 
office in the county where the incident occurred. 

Several days later Joel Raulerson apparently attempted suicide and was admitted 
to a hospital in Winter Haven. Shortly after that he was arrested and, as far 
as I know, is presently in jail in Marion County. 

The parents of the boys involved have indicated that they in no way feel that 
the 8SA is involved in the incident and they do not intend to involve the troop 
or council. Both boys remain active in the troop.
